NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (UP)—A 
Scandinavian Air Lines plane 
which left Germany Sunday with 
60 passengers, arrived here today 
with 61. Mrs. Leokalia Rolbiecki 
Polish refugee who gave birth to 
a five and one-half pound daugh- 
ter over the Atlantic Ocean, said 
she was “feeling fine.”

The slender, vociferous Carey 
delivered a knickout blow to the 
local left-wing group, headed for 
many years by William Sentner, 
an avowed Communist and former 
president of UE District No. 8. 
Carey was introduced by Joseph 
O. Pogue, president of Local 1104 
and a Sentner follower, after the 
crowd shouted requests for his 
appearance. 

Calls for “Inspired Action.” 

The CIO secretary-treasurer re- 
viewed the Communist domination 
in the UE, identifying Sentner 
with that element. He told of the 
convention action and the reasons 
cited by Philip Murray, CIO presi- 
dent, for the UE expulsion. Carey 
called on the members of Local 
1104, largest local in the district, 
for “inspired and democratic ac- 
tion,” and assured the electrical 
workers they would “never regret” 
a decision to remain in the CIO 
ranks.

Mire Tried to Have Bridges Killed oes From Hoover 


Attorney Selecting Jurors at Perjury Trial 
Asserts Harry Lundeberg ‘Actually 
Hired Murderers.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15 (AP) 
—Prospective jurors in the Gov- 


ernment’s perjury trial of Harry 
Bridges were told by a defense 
lawyer yesterday that a _ rival 
union head once sought to have 
Bridges killed. 

Bridges, for 15 years head of 
the left-wing CIO  longshore 
union, is charged with perjury in 
testifying at his 1945 naturaliza- 
tion hearing that he had never 
been a Communist. Two aids, J. R. 
Robertson and Henry Schmidt, 
are charged with aiding Bridges 
to obtain citizenship by fraud. 
Bridges, 48 years old, was born 
in Australia. 

As the jury selection proceeded, 
Chief Defense Counsel Vincent 
Hallinan told one venireman that 
Harry lLundeberg, head of the 
AFL Sailors’ Union of the Pacific, 
once “literally and actually hired 
murderers to try to kill Harry 
Bridges.” He asked the man how 
he 


berg’s direction. 
Objection Sustained. 
United States District Judge 
George Harris sustained the Gov- | 
ernment’s speedy objection to the 
question. 
| “If it were shown,” Hallinan 
then asked, “that certain AFL of- 
ficers such as Harry Lundeberg | 


would receive testimony from | 
witnesses testifying under Lunde- | 


nesses, what weight would you 
give this evidence?” 

Again the Government objected. 

The court observed there was 
perhaps “an element of the in- 
flammatory in the question.” 
When Hallinan indicated he 
planned to seek to bring inter- 
union feuds into the record, Judge 
Harris said: 

“T think your optimism is un- 
warranted, Mr. Hallinan. We are 
not going to try any labor union 
or group here.” 

Trial of Several Weeks. 

Harris told the .veniremen to 
count on a trial lasting possibly 
eight weeks. He asked whether 
they had read such publications 
as the People’s World, Soviet Rus- 


sia Today, the Daily Worker or the | 


New Masses.

Use Tax of Missouri Declared 


Invalid by State Supreme Court 


‘ 


| JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15 
(AP) — The Missouri Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional 
yesterday the state’s two-year-old 
use tax law. 

The law was enacted by the 
Legisalture in an effort to plug a 
loophole in the state’s two per cent 
sales tax act. The sales tax ap- 
plies to retail sales made in Mis- 
souri but not to interstate sales. 

The use tax act was an effort 
to collect an amount identical to 
the sales tax from purchasers of 
automobiles who went across the 


'gtate line to buy. 


But it exempted from the tax 
motor vehicles “having a seating 
capacity of 10 passengers or more” 
—clearly an attempt to exempt 
big passenger busses. 

That exemption was unconstitu- 
tional, the court said. And that 
part was so integral a part of 
the use tax law that the whole 
law must be thrown out. 

“The invalid exemption renders 
the entire statute invalid since

In October 194g,

Church, offered a special prayer | 
for Prime Minister Stalin, to| 
whom he paid homage as “our | 
great and wise leader who is| 
firmly piloting our country along. 
the ancient, sanctified road of 
power, greatness and glory.” 

The tribute was in recognition | 
of another favor which Stalin had 
bestowed on the church. The So- | 
viet leader had authorized the 
transfer of the remains of Mos- 
cow’s patron Saint Alexei, who had 
been preserved in the Kremlin’s 
Assumption Cathedral since the 
early fifteenth century, to the

Patriarch’s Elokhov Cathedral, 
where both Stalin and the Saint 
were blessed at the same time. 

Since the Kremlin grounds with | 
its cathedrals are closed to the 
public, the relics were moved to a 
public place so that the faithful 
could worship them. 

Though Soviet borders were 
sealed tighter than before, church 
dignitaries began to move in and 
out of the country with considera- 
ble frequency. <A Soviet passport 
authorizing a citizen to travel 
abroad is subject to approval by 
the highest authorities and is 
usually issued for important rea- 
sons of state. 

Priests Cross Borders. 

Orthodox priests followed the 
Soviet armies into eastern Europe 
to work for closer ties with Ortho- 
dox brothers. Some went farther, 
into western Europe and especial- 
ly France. Others crossed the At- 
lantic to America. 

The latter were 
bringing the Russian Orthodox 
Church in the United States back 
to the bosom of the mother church 
in Moscow, from which it had 


broken after the revolution. But | 
the American church balked at the | 
idea of having its authorities ap- | 
pointed by a mother church only | 


a short distance from the Krem- 
lin. 


Moscow also was interested in. 


getting back into Japan, where it 
wanted to send a successor to the 
late Metropolitan Tikhomirov. But

Its success limited 
regions, the church began to con- 
centrate on eastern Europe and 
on mobilizing support both at 
home and abroad for the Soviet 
western powers. 

Closer Church Union. 

In January 1948, after the 
Soviet Union had declared the 
world divided into two irrecon- 
cilable camps and had called for 
one to overthrow the other, the 
Orthodox Church summoned al] 
the faithful to follow it into the 
Soviet camp. Six months later, an 
international conference of East- 
ern Orthodox churches was held 
in Moscow. Among the outstand- 
ing delegates were four patri- 
archs and several exarchs from 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Romania, Bul- 
garia, Albania, Turkey and Leba- 
non. 

The assembly agreed to es- 
tablish a closer union among the 
Eastern churches and to recog- 
nize the leadership of the Mos- 
cow Patriarch in achieving it. 
The decision cleared the way for 
the extension of Soviet influ- 
ence to the religious peoples of 
the East and provided a spir- 
itual hand-maiden for the re- 
cently organized Communist In- 
formation Bureau. The Moscow 
Patriarch was closer to becom- 
ing the Pope of Eastern Europe. 

The Soviet Government spared 
nothing to give the visiting church 
dignitaries a warm reception. They | 
were assigned the best suites in

The press campaign against 
religion, temporarily suspended 
during the visit of the church- 
men, was resumed soon after 
they left. It was clear that the 
Communist party, the heart and 
lungs of the Soviet Government, 
would continue to combat re- 
ligion, on the one hand, while 
permitting the church to exer- 
cise its influence on behalf of 
the Soviet state, on the other.

As in the 
ease of the Orthodox Church, 
the Communist war against their 
beliefs was to continue while 
patriotic religous leaders rallied 
the faithful at home and abroad 
to support Russia. 

While extending an encouraging 
hand to these two churches with 
ties in foreign regions of interest 
to the Soviet Union, it was un- 
compromising with those beyond 
\its control. Though the constitu- 
|tion stipulated freedom of re- 
'ligion, Moscow felt free to cut off 
|the Catholic churches in the So- 
‘viet Union from contact with the 
| Vatican, setting the pattern sub- 
“sequently followed by the eastern 
European countries. It recently 
engineered the transfer of the only 
Roman Catholic Church in Mos- 
cow to Soviet hands. 

The Church of St. Louis of the 
French, which serves both Rus- 
sians and members of the dip- 
lomatic corps, had been in charge 
of foreign Catholic priests for 
many years before and after the 
revolution. Early this year, 
Father Antonio Laberge, an 
American priest who directed 
the church jointly with the 
French Father Jean de Matha 
Thomas, left Moscow with a re- 
entry visa valid for two months. 
After he left, the Soviet Govern- 
ment invalidated the visa it had 
issued and refused to permit him 
to return. 

An official at the Soviet For- 
eign Ministry smiled when an 
American Embassy officer called 
to protest against an action which 
violated the Roosevelt-Litvinov 
agreement providing for admis- 
sion of clergymen to serve the 
American community in Moscow. 

How Church Was Seized. 

Moscow was ready to deal with 
the isolated Father Thomas. A 
Soviet woman, accompanied by po- 
lice, called at the end of May and 
demanded the keys to the church. 
Father Thomas refused. 

He explained that he had fuy)- 
filled the Soviet requirement to 
present periodically a list of be- 
lievers constituting a _ religious 
group entitled to a place of wor- 
ship. He said that he personally 
had delivered the necessary list to 
the Council on Religious Cults, 
which acknowledged its receipt. 

An official of the council next 
appeared on the scene. He 
charged Father Thomas had 
failed to deliver the list, thereby 
leaving the church technically 
vacant and without an officially 
recognized congregation. He an- 
nounced that the Soviet woman 
represented the group which had 
just been recognized as the con- 
gregation and would henceforth 
take charge of his church. 
Father Thomas surrendered the 
keys.

| No conclusion has yet been 
|reached as to whether the treaty 
‘should provide for maintenance of 
the New Deal type of reforms 
which the Allies have imposed on 
Japan, most notably the breaking 
up of the big trusts. 

One school of thought wants the 
‘treaty to stipulate that all these 
reforms will remain in effect. An-

Students for Admitting Negroes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Concerning your editorial on the sub- 
ject of admitting Negro citizens to the 
state colleges and the university, the 
Student Council of the University wishes 
to express the following opinion. 

The Student Body has voted 4156 to 
1847 to favor the proposal of the Board 
of Curators of the University to enroll 
Negroes in those divisions and curricula 
not adequately provided at Lincoln Uni- 
versity. The Council is supporting the 
opinion of the student body because: 

1. This recommendation was made by 
the Board of Curators, which is capable 
of determining the practicality and de- 
sirability of the proposed change. 

2. The proposal was approved by the 
student body after a careful and exten- 
sive consideration of the facts and is- 
sues. More students voted in the elec- 
tion than in any previous election here 
at the university. The voting was pre- 
ceded by a thorough educational cam- 
paign which presented both sides of the 
question to thousands of students. 

3. This change would prevent the 
waste of the taxpayers’ money which 
would result from providing for Negroes 
a complete university equal to that al- 
ready existing in Columbia. The sys- 
tem of duplication which our state has 
followed is sure to produce either in- 
adequate education for Negroes or a 
terrific tax burden on the public, or 
both. For example, in the school year 
1939-40, the state spent an average of 
$697 on each student at Lincoln Univer- 
sity while white students at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri cost the state an 
average of only $229. 

4. The proposal of the Curators does 
not require the abolition of Lincoln Uni- 
versity, which is a good school as far 
as it goes. 

5. Giving Negroes every educational 
opportunity is one of the best wavs to 
overcome bigotry and prejudice and to 
raise the living standards of Negroes in 
general. The absence of social work, 
nursing and medical training at Lincoln 
is especially appalling considering: the 
lack of trained Negroes in these fields. 

6. The rulings of the Supreme Court, 
fin the Oklahoma and Arkansas cases in- 
dicate that an end to segregation may 
come soon anyway. It is much better 
that this change be voluntarily adopted 
by the state than by having it forced 
upon us by the Supreme Court. 

For all these reasons, and for many 
more, the Student Council is supporting 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Curators. From considerations of jus- 
tice and practicality, we can see no al- 
ternative. 

The students of the University of Mis- 
souri asked their fellow citizens for sup- 
port. We are ready to make this step 
forward.

I live with 
‘over 60 men in the same barracks, and 
our radios play day and night except 
when we're on duty—and no one has 
complained yet even though we go to 
radio operator school all day.

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An Ideological Acorn 


There is much more to this fight against radio 
on streetcars and busses than the complaint of 
rider after rider that the broadcasts are a nui- 
sance inflicted on him very much against his will. 

What is really alarming is the notion of the 
transit radio promoters that they are free to 
bombard unwilling ears with their noise. In- 
deed, it is amazing that—just for the sake of 
profit—they should want to deprive any Ameri- 
can of his choice to listen or not to listen. 

Here, essentially, is a denial of freedom. And 
what may not happen in a democracy when 
freedom is so undervalued? Today it may be 
set at nought only in a relatively minor, com- 
mercial matter. But tomorrow the same philoso- 
phy, the same disrespect for the rights of 
others, may be applied to government. 

Such an attitude is the preliminary to the very 
worst sort of regimentation, The oak does not 
spring from the acorn full grown. Nor is a 
goose-stepping society developed overnight. But 
if some persons lose their own respect for free- 
dom; and if, through sheer persistence, they 
induce others to sacrifice their freedom—even 
in small things—the spadework of totalitarian- 
ism has been done. An atmosphere has been 
created much more conducive to exploitation 
than the American atmosphere ever should be. 

That is why it is so encouraging that George 
Hell is able to report that a band of determined 
Washingtonians is ready to carry the fight 
against this type of broadcasting to the Su- 
preme Court and the Congress, if necessary. It 
may not take so long a battle to end the nui- 
sance. After all, the Washington Post reports 
that more than half the votes in its poll on 
transit radio were cast against the noise. That 
ought to be enough to induce the promoters to 
stop the irritation voluntarily. But they have 
engaged a pollster who has come up with an 
opposite result. So, for the time being,. there 
may be some doubt as to the innovation’s pop- 
ularity. But there can be no doubt as to its 
impropriety. We quote from the New Yorker: 

The individual is becoming the captive 
of the soundmakers and is losing the right 
to choose whether he listens or doesn’t 

listen. We don’t think... a passenger on a 

streetcar should have to listen to, advice 

some inerchant is willing to pay to express. 

Right now radie is at a turning point. It 

better be a turning-off point, not a turning- 


on point. One is free choice, the other is 
the slavery of sound. 


We find it hard to believe that a sales mes- 
sage inflicted on a person against his will can 
be effective. We find it hard to believe that 
courtesy can condone broadcasting to so many 
who do not want to listen. But we are alarmed 
that there are those who should want to ignore 
the freedom of others by forcirtg them to listen. 
That is an ideological acorn which should not 
be planted in American soil.

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For Better Government 

The Freeholders now have before them a 
report proposing the creation of a Department 
of Public Works. Prepared by the Governmental 
Research Institute, it shows the same approach 
which the institute took in recommending a Fi- 
nance Department. 

It calls for the elimination of diverse boards 
and functionaries with jurisdiction over closely 
related affairs. Instead, it puts all these matters 
in one department. Such streamlining should 
mean greater efficiency and lower costs. 

Existing agencies such as the Board of Pub- 
lic Service make the city’s operations more 
complicated than they need to be. The line of 
authority—and therefore of responsibility—is 
not clear enough. This would be changed by 
putting a single director in charge, and making 
him airectly responsible to the Mayor. 

Like the Finance Department report, this 
one suggests certain unpaid advisory commit- 
tees. Speaking generally, such groups can have 
an undue influence on a city administration— 
especially if selfishly motivated. It is hard to 
see how they can be more representative of 
the citizens than are elected officials. 

The duties of the committees suggested in 
connection with the proposed Department of 
Public Works, however, are much more narrow 
and specific than those assigned to the similar 
group proposed in the finance report. And it 
would be difficult to suggest a better way of 
performing the functions of, say, the Munici- 
pal Art Advisory committee. It actually might 
be given somewhat more authority than the re- 
port suggests. 

This, however, is a matter of detail. It should 
have the attention of the Freeholders. But we 
trust that it will not turn their eyes from the 
over-all values of a report which suggests a 
sensible streamlining and consolidation of re- 
lated municipal functions. 
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Murder on Okinawa 


Okinawans have been murdered, raped and 
robbed at an amazing rate in the last six months 
under American occupation. None of this was 
news until Keyes Beech uncovered the facts, 
and the only explanation offered to date falls 
6000 miles short of making sense in St. Louis, 
or anywhere else in this country. 

Beech states that American forces murdered 
29 Okinawans in the six months. There were 
20 instances of manslaughter, 18 of rape, 33 of 
assault, 16 robberies and numerous other 
crimes. A “high-ranking officer” blames the 
situation on the fact that the Okinawa island 
command is given “culls” from other Pacific 
commands. 

A cull, as near as anybody could see from this 
description, is a service man who belongs behind 
bars rather than in uniform. The idea of trans- 
ferring such derelicts to any one command rep- 
resents an appalling idea of discipline, or lack 
of it.

than Japan or other places where occupation 
conduct must be rigid. But our justiee allows 
no difference between murder here and murder 
there. The shocking report from Okinawa re- 
quires a new policy in the Pacific commands, or 
it will reflect on military government wherever 
it is. 


American Rudeness in Sweden 

Senator Thomas was miffed by the reception 
Sweden gave his appropriations subcommittee. 
He didn’t say why, but in pique he said sev- 
eral things which were both untrue and un- 
pardonably rude. He said that everyone in uni- 
form in Sweden was a spy, that the nation had 
helped no one in the last 135 years, that it had 
grabbed easy money, and that any further United 
States help would be over his protest. 

Most Americans are heartily ashamed of Mr. 
Thomas’ remarks, and will feel like apologizing 
to every Swede for them. It is a good and even 
a necessary thing for members of the United 
States House and Senate to travel about over 
the world from time to time. On mahy occa- 
sions they profit from it, as when Senator 
Mundt, then Representative, came back from 
Europe convinced of the value of the Voice of 
America broadcasts. 

But the United States expects its traveling 
Congressmen to conduct themselves like adults 
when they are abroad, and well-behaved adults 
at that. It does not look for them to act as if 
they were children, and rather petulant chil- 
dren, as Senator Thomas has done. Marquis 
Childs wrote feelingly last week of the damage 
done to American prestige in Europe by mem- 
bers of Congress who are only out for the 
junketeering. 

Mr. Childs told of Congressmen for whom 
meetings with foreign officials had been ar- 
ranged, but who were a day late because they 
stopped by the way to do some flirting, and 
then showed up an hour late the next day with 
too many drinks under their belts. Such Con- 
gressmen, Mr. Childs wrote, do not seem to 
realize that they do not represent just their part 
of the country to Europeans. They represent the 
entire United States, and their conduct reflects 
either credit or discredit on their whole country. 

Senator Thomas and his fellows in both 
branches of Congress—such of them as have 
been on the discredit side—should contemplate 
that fact. 
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A Master Entertainer 


It is not easy to select the winner of the an- 
nual St. Louis award for a distinguished citizen 
and his work. Standards differ. The achieve- 
ments of men like Luther Ely Smith, Dr. Evarts 
A. Graham, James L. Ford and Dr. Max A. 
Goldstein are not comparable. 

George P. Vierheller, who has received this 
recognition for 1949, has not helped eliminate 
smoke from the city or striven for honest elec- 
tions. He has not broight distinction to St. 
Louis in the medical field. But he has made 
the City Zoo in Forest Park one of the greatest 
of St. Louis’ attractions. The animal shows 
which have been developed under his direction 
are as fine as are to be found anywhere in the 
country. 

Given the decision to recognize a master cn- 
tertainer, the kindly, human Mr. Zoo, admired by 
adults and beloved by children, was the man. 
Knowing him as we do, we wager his merry 
chimpanzees aré in for an extra round of soda 
pop. 
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Louisiana Has Its Nerve 

The State of Louisiana has done the most un- 
usual thing of asking the Supreme Court to call 
in a jury to decide the tidelands oil case. Ac- 
cording to counsel for Louisiana there have been 
only three jury trials in the history of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Why does Louisiana want a jury trial? The 
legal argument is that the state is seeking to re- 
cover real property—the offshore Gulf Coast 
tidelands, whose oil reserves the Government 
rightfully claims as part of the national domain. 

Property recovery is the legal argument. It 
is much more likely that Louisiana is motivated 
by the suspicion that the decision may go in 
favor of the American people, rather than to 
the benefit of local oil promoters. 

If this is so, then Louisiana is seeking to de- 
tour around the Supreme Court. What reason 
is there to believe that a jury of 12 citizens 
would be any more just in their view of this 
issue than nine members:of the Supreme Court? 

This request comes so close to charging the 
Supreme Justices with unfairness that they 
should fire it right back at Louisiana. 
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Inquiry Into the Gas Blast 

Many. persons perhaps will be uneasy about 
the gas explosion that occurred in the Forest 
Park Field House Nov. 7, and about the sub- 
sequent reports of high pressures in the mains 
of that area at the time. The Laclede Gas Light 
Co. has shown its desire to get to the bottom 
of the matter by employing Raymond Tucker 
to investigate the explosion. 

The choice of Mr. Tucker is reassurance that 
the inquiry into the accident that killed one 
person and injured four will be complete and 
impartial. Mr. Tucker formerly was smoke com- 
missioner of St. Louis. He is now professor of 
engineering at Washington University. Pending 
his report and its prompt submission to the pub- 
lic by the gas company, the fairest course would 
be to suspend eng. 
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Worst Pinch Yet in the DP Quota 


The pinch of arbitrary restrictions in the Dis- 
placed Persons Act is now really beginning, to 
be felt with a vengeance. The DP Commission 
had deferred adjusting the influx of DPs to 
meet the Eightieth Congress’ requirements that 
40 per cent of them must come from the Baltic 
countries and 30 per cent must be agricultural 
workers. It was felt that the Eighty-first Con- 
gress would remove these unfair restrictions 
and the adjustment could then be made rela- 
tively painlessly. Sut the first session of the 
Eighty-first Congress let the restrictions stay. 

To make up for the excess of DPs who do not 
meet the requirements of the restrictions, the 
remaining 100,000 to be admitted must be 50 
per cent Balts and 34 per cent agricultural 
workers. This 84 per cent of the quota must 
come out of 39 per cent of the remaining DP 
population. So the commission seriously dowWts 
that it will be able to bring in its quota of DPs 
before the act expires in eight months. 


Under these circumstances, amendment of the 


DP Act to remove these capricious restrictions, 


extend the lifetime of the act, and increase the 
quota, should be one of the first orders of busi- 
ness of the Eighty-first Congress when its sec- 
ond session convenes in January.

The Ruthless Game of Diplomacy

World politics is a struggle for survival, so no country follows the 
ordinary rules of frankness and truth-telling, veteran observer says: 
this sets aside the standards of other news writing and makes the 
correspondent peculiarly responsible for sizing up events correctly.

World politics are as different from do- 
mestic politics as mayhem is different from 
mumbletypeg. World politics are indeed 
a form of mayhem. They are not a game, 
as domestic politics have been fondly held 
to be. They are an unrelenting and im- 
placable struggle for the survival of the 
fittest, and only the fittest do survive. 


No nation is exempted from this strug- 
gle. America cannot choose whether or 
not to play a part in world politics; as 
Theodore Roosevelt 
said more than a 
generation ago it 
can only choos 
whether to play its 
part well or meanly. 

Now and indefinite- 
ly into the _ future, 

America is commit- 

ted to the inelucta- 

ble responsibilities of 

great power. Now 

and indefinitely into 

the future America 

will be the hero—or 

the villain, but in 

either event the lead- 

ing person—of world Wallace R. Deuel 
politics. Now and indefinitely accordingly 
America is interested in world politics as 
never before. 


Calls for Versatile Men 


The American press has sought to satis- 
fy the increased demand for foreign policy 
news in two principal ways. First, editors 
have called for more and more stories on 
world affairs from correspondents who 
were—and who have continued to be—re- 
sponsible for covering national affairs as 
well, 


But his “general practitioner” coverage 
has not satisfied all editors. More and 
more editors have assigned men to the sole 
task of covering foreign-policy news. The 
past 15 vears have seen a great burgeon- 
ing of this species of Washington corre- 
spondent—the diplomatic correspondent. 


Ideally a diplomatic correspondent should 
have the qualifications both of a good 
diplomatist and of a good _ reporter. 
He should know a good deal about 
the world — including above all his own 
country — and about world politics. He 
should know about the past as well as 
about the present, or he won't know much 
about the future, and it is part of his 
job to know that, too. A diplomatic cor- 
respondent nowadays should if possible 
have at least a rudimentary awareness of 
such subjects as economics, armaments, 
atomics, nutrition, public health, and al! 
the other complex technological subjects 
which now figure so prominently in world 
affairs. 

Most of the best diplomatic correspond- 
ents have had most of these qualifications. 
So conspicuously indeed is this the case 
that during many periods, if not most, the 
half-dozen or even dozen senior diplomatic 
correspondents in Washington have known 
a great deal more about foreign affairs 
than have the half-dozen or dozen high- 
est-ranking officials in the State Depart- 
ment and the nation’s leading ambassadors 
abroad. 


Those “Broad-Gauge Outsiders” 


These officials are apt to be successful 
politicians or contributors to campaign 
funds of successful parties, or at best 
“broad-gauge outsiders with a fresh ap- 
proach,” and any special expert knowledge 
of world politics they may possess is lia- 
ble to be purely coincidental. 


Finally—and this is an absolutely prere- 
quisite quasification—the diplomatic corre- 
spondent must be able to write stories that 
make sense to his average reader. 


The good reporter is expected to write 


‘ ) 


ascertainable and verifiable facts. He is 
expected to name the sources of his facts. 
He is expected to confirm his facts so se- 
curely that they cannot be plausibly de- 
nied, least of all by the very sources from 
which he obtained them. The good re- 
porter is supposed to, get his facts fast and 
file thern fast. -He is supposed to write 
them clearly, simply and succinctly. He 
is supposed to eschew comment and inter- 
pretation of his own. 


The nature of diplomacy and diploma- 
tists often make it virtually impossible for 
the diplomatic correspondent to function 
in this way. 

Diplomacy operates in a condition of in- 
ternational anarchy. There is no law in 
the true sense of the term among sov- 
eign nations—no law, no policemen, no 
courts, no jails and no electric éhairs. In 
the struggle for survival, as Lenin said, 
it is in the long run if not always a ques- 
tion of “Who-Whom?” 


Eat or Be Eaten 


That is, “Who eats whom?” It is a ques- 
tion of “Eat or be eaten.” And as Remy 
de Gourmont said of a somewhat similar 
case, “When it is a matter of not being 
eaten, all means are the right ones.” 


Candor is a luxury which diplomatists 
can seldom afford. Too much is at stake. 
Truth is notoriously the first casualty in 
war, and equally all’s fair in war, and 
diplomacy is the waging of war “by other 
means.” Duplicity and deceptions are rec- 
ognized and permissible practices of diplo- 
macy, just as they are in other forms of 
combat. A diplomatist who unnecessarily 
told the truth and thereby revealed infor- 
mation whose disclosure harmed his coun- 
try would be a poor diplomatist and indeed 
@ poor patriot. 

Obviously a diplomatic correspondent is 
not the only kind of a reporter whose 
sources lie to him. But lying is accepted 
and practiced in diplomacy on an enor- 
mously greater scale than in most other 
affairs and by otherwise honorable men 
who would never dream of such termino- 
logical inexactitude under most other cir- 
cumstances. Duplicity is the rule in diplo- 
macy rather than the exception. 

The diplomatist speaks for his govern- 
ment and his country, and he therefore 
cannot speak lightly—when he can speak 
at all. He dotes on the off-the-record state- 
ment and on the utterance that must not 
be attributed to him or to any official or 
even “authoritative” source. 


Reading Between the Lines 


This, of course, ‘s anathema to the re 
porter and perhaps even greater anathem: 
te his editor. In the Kingdom of Heave” 
sources will always accept full respons’ 
bility for what they say. But in the kine 
doms of the earth the diplomatists are se 
dom willing to do this. 

Thus it is clear that the diplomatic cvo. 
respondent often cannot pay proper hom 
age to the orthodoxies of his craft. He 
must frequently deal not with ascertain 
able and verifiable facts, but with trends 
and tendencies, with hints and insinuations 
and innuendoes. As often as not he is 
unable to name his sources or even to ad- 
mit that he has any; he himself must ac- 
cept full accountability for what he writes. 
He must find*some of his biggest stories 
between the lines of what his sources say 
—or what they do not say—and not in the 
lines themselves.

How the Marines Fought 


THE OLD BREED, by George McMillan. (The Infantry 

Journal Press. 483 pgs., $6.50.) 

As a Marine combat correspondent, Mr. 
McMillan lived much of the tough and 
bloody history which he tells of the famous 
First Division. His book is not just anoth- 
er specialized history of a division that 
fought its battles. It lays bare the grip- 
ping emotional content of war from deadly 
boring days in so-called rest areas to des- 
perate moments when survival under fire 
seems impossible. 


In this nation’s darkest hour of the war, 
the First Division launched the first Amer- 
ican offensive of the war at Guadalcanal. 
Here, in the early days, a lieutenant ob- 
served that his battalion superior was “so 
humped over with worry I told him if he 
didn’t stop his shoulders were gonna touch 
in front.” And a private figured “our 
necks were out and it was just a question 

of how far down the 
Japs were gonn? 
chop.” 

Worried they might 
have been but fight 
they did: “A second 
lieutenant named 
McLanahan, wound- 
ed in the arms, the 
legs, the buttocks, 
unable any longer to 
fire himself, lay in 
his foxhole unjam- 
ming the automatic 
rifles of those who 
still could fire. ... 

. When a machine gun- 

George McMillan ner named Rivers 
was killed by a bullet, he froze on the trig» 
ger, fired 200 more rounds into the still on- 
coming, and still closely packed Japanese.” 


Months later, on New Britain, an uniden- 
tified private from St. Louis had this ex- 
perience: “I was in a daze ... forgot 
where I was. And all of a sudden I'd be 
in Forest Park, lying on the grass like I 
used to... thinking. Then a machine gun 
would open up, and you couldn’t make up 
your mind where you were—in St. Louis, 
or out in this beat-up jungle, And when the 
order came to get up and charge, you'd 
just go ahead-—half of you in Forest Park, 
and half on Hill 660.” 

The truth inherent in these words is 
backed up by a photograph of a grim, 
tight - visaged, bearded machine gunner 
walking along a muddy jungle road with 
a machine gun barrel on his left shoulder 
and a rifle in his right hand. It is cap- 
tioned: “IT SHOWS IN THE EYES: A 
machine gunner shows the strain of the 
fighting on Hill 660 as he comes off after 
the battle has been won.” 

Peleliu was another bloody fight. Frus- 
tration and blood are mixed in the follow- 
ing quotes: 

“Playmate, this is Spider II,” began a 
report from one of the planes. “Resistance 
is heavy behind the White Beaches. Over.” 


“Spider, this is Playmate. How are 
things on the reef now? Over.” 

“Playmate, this is Spider IJ. Damned 
bad. There’s about 20 amtracs burning off 
the White Beaches and I make about 18 
off Orange III ... OW! I see ‘em (the 
Japs)! Six of ’em with a field gun! Re- 
Guest permission to attack. Over!” 

“Spider II, this is Playmate. 
‘uest—negative. Over.” 

“Playmate, this is Spider Il. Please just 
ne little strafing. Over.” 

“Spider II, this is Playmate. Negative; 
epeat, negative. You're supposed to be 
an aerial observer. Over.” 

“Oh, goddam it to nell.”

British Labor Government Defers 
Steel Nationalization Till 1951

Cabinet Yields to Conservatives, Clears Way 
for Test of Issue in Election,

LONDON, Nov. 15 (AP)—The 
Labor Government yielded to the 
Conservative House of Lords today 
and deferred the date for nation- 
alizing the British steel industry. 

This elears the legislative decks 
for an early general election, prob- 
ably in February or March, in 
which Government ownership of 
the steel mills will be a major 
issue. 

The Government offered an 
amendment in the House of Com- 
mons changing the date the indus- 
try would be taken over from May 
i, 1950, to Jan. 1, 1951, “or a date 
not more than 12 months later.” 

Opposition’s Aim Is Repeal. 

The Lords had insisted the Dill 
should not be effective until July 
1, 1951, so that the voters could 
first express their opinion of it at 
a general election. Conservative 
party leaders have promised that 
if the Conservatives win the elec- 
tion the nationalization bill will be 
gepealed. 

Legislative leaders agreed that 
the Lords would accept the new 
dates proposed by the Government 
and that the steel bill will become

Purpose of Curb on Lords. 

The measure allowing the Lords 
to delay Commons-approved leg- 
islatidn only one year, instead of 
the present two years, was spon- 
sored by Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee’s Labor Government to per- 
mit passage of the steel bill over 
Conservative upper house ‘objec- 
tion before the general elections. 

Minister of Supply George 
Strauss outlined to a private meet- 
ing of Labor members of Parlia- 
ment today the reasons for the 
government’s compromise on the 
nationalization date. The Minis- 
try of Supply will run the steel 
industry if it is taken over. 

Strauss was reported to have 
told the M.P.s some of whom were 
critical, that the advantages of 
the delay far outweighed the dis- 
advantages, and assured enact- 
ment of the steel bill during this 
legislative session.

If the man gets two out 
of three right, he dethrones the king and takes 
over as quizzmaster. Man has to be bright not 
only at answering but also at framing hard

Here are some of the questions asked on a 
recent program—and most of them were 
knocked down with great accuracy by the an- 
swerers: “What was the first Disney cartoon 
with sound?” “What was the first motion pic- 
ture series which combined photography and ani- 
mation?” “What two prominent branches of a 
family, both in the same family, pronounced 
their names differently?” “What prominent fam- 
ily produced three different generals in three 
different wars?” ‘“‘Who had a playwright burned 
alive for writing a line with a double meaning?” 
“What villain of fiction lost his life in a wrestl- 
ing match?” 

The answers, in order: “Steamboat Willie,” 
“Out of the Inkwell,” the Roosevelts (It’s ruse- 
velt for Teddy, rosevelt for Franklin D.); the 
Lee family; the Roman. emperor, Caligula; 
Moriarity in Sherlock Holmes. 

My only complaint about this program is its 
radio version, where the sound sometimes gets 
s0 muddy you can’t hear the answers. Other- 
wise, it’s the toughest quiz and the best mental 
stimulation to come along in years.

T con real struggle in canasta 


comes when the pack builds up 

and up; the prize to the side 
that gets it will .perhaps be to 
score 1500 points or even more in- 
stead of. having the other side 
score them—a net swing exceed- 
ing 3000 points. 

As ‘the discard pile rises, play- 
ers become progressively more 
desperate to discard safely, and in 
the process they may so strip 
their hands of valuable cards that 
they cannot win anyway. 

When you can foresee defeat in 
this struggle, it may pay to beat 
a strategic retreat early. Suppose 
you draw and hold: 


You need 90. Your left-hand 
opponent made the initial meld 
for his side on the last round, get- 
ting a small pack and putting 
down two eights and a joker, and 
four fives. Now there are three 
cards in the discard pile—a seven, 
a four, and a black three. 

You have a good start toward 
your own initial meld; you always 
have, when you have a pair of 
aces and a wild card. Keeping 
your pairs is desirable, to give 
you a chance at the pack, which 
is trozen for you, and to eke out 
your initial meld, if you draw a 
fitting card. You could perhaps 
spare a six, but those four sixes 
may later mean a canasta. 

Your right-hand opponent did 
not meld in his turn: He is wait- 
ing for the pack to grow, and 
maintaining the maximum number 
of cards to take it when it does. 

You are at a disadvantage now, 
You may as well throw the eight, 
letting it and the present small 
pack go to your opponent. but 
keeping the pack small until vou 
can fight for it on even terms.

é ERE I conceived and built 
the CIO and it is here that 
I leave it.” 

John L. Lewis, his face stained 
with tears, spoke those words in 
the dining room of the President 
Hotel in Atlantic City on the 
blustery evening of Oct, 18, 1941, 
just after he had parted ways 
with Philip Murray. 

Once again the “die was cast,” 
this time with Lewis pitted 
against the entire CIO. The year 
1941 was to be crowned with a 
notable victory, but 1942 was go-, 
ing to bring to Lewis defeat, dis- 
illusionment and despair. Lewis 
was undaunted. 

In the fal] of 1941, Lewis de- 
manded a closed shop in the cap- 
tive coal mines, those mines owned 
and operated by the seven pillars 
of the “Big Steel” industry. 

Lewis felt that the Roosevelt 
Administration had gone so far, 
war was inevitable. National pol- 
icy during a war had always been 
to freeze the “status quo” of the 
workers and Lewis believed that 
he owed it to his United Mine 
Workers to “batten the hatches.” 

Actually, Lewis’s objective car- 
ried deep implications in the in- 
dustrial world. If’he could win 
a closed shop from this section 
of the steel industry, it would 
place Murray in the difficult and 
embarrassing position where he 
might well have to fight for the 
same conditions for his steel 
workers. 

Murray’s union did not then pos- 
sess nor has it yet achieved the 
discipline and the raw strength 
which molded the UMW into the 
unshakeable force that it is. The 
odds would be overwhelmingly 
against Murray’s chances to be 


as successful as Lewis.

The ClIO.held its convention in 
Detroit that year. It managed ‘to 
make the front page because it 
voted to support the strike, al- 
though it was with great reltc- 
tance that it did so.

Although the convention went 
on record backing the strike, 
Lewis repeatedly charged that its 
chiefs had tried desperately to 
“sell him down the river.”

He named a three-man ar- 
bitration board of Benjamin Fair- 
less for steel, Lewis for the miners 
and John Steelman for the United 
State Conciliation Service. This

was handing Lewis victory on a 
silver platter, because Steelman 
was markedly pro-labor. 

For 16 days the arbitration 
panel meditated and then with 
great seriousness awarded the 
closed shop to the captive mines 
in Lewis’s union. Lewis’s bright 
triumph came on a dark day—it 
was Dec. 7, 1941, the day of in- 
famy at Pearl Harbor. 

Labor’s peace did not last long. 
On Jan. 17, 1942, Lewis released 
to the press copies of a letter call- 
ing for a merger of the CIO and 
AFL, or as Lewis described it, an 
“accouplement.” The letters were 
addressed to President William 
Green of the AFL and President 
Murray of the CIO. 

“If labor can compose its inter- 
nal problem,” said Lewis, “then 
the Government will be aided in 
the operation of its war economy 
and the membership of labor ap- 
preciably benefited.” 

Both the AFL and CIO were 
thunderstruck. Green, although 
dazed by the suddenness of 
Lewis’s move, promptly replied: 

“We regard Mr, Lewis’s letter 
as a partial response at least to 
the repeated appeals we have 
made since 1939 for the resump- 
tion of conferences to adjust the 
differences between the CIO and 
the AFL.” 

The left-wing CIO unions, now 
Lewis's most bitter enemies, cau- 
cused franticall¥ to determine how 
the Lewis peace move might be 
stymied. They well knew that a 
merger at this point would sound 
the death knell of Communist- 
dominated unions. Their identity 
certainly would be lost in the 
fusion. 

A front-page story by A. H. 
Raskin in the New York Times, 
more than any other single factor, 
blew up the Lewis campaign for 
accouplement. It charged that 
Lewis had closed a deal with 
Daniel Tobin, vice president of 
the AFL. 

Under this arrangement, the 
story said, Green was to retire as 
president of the AFL and receive 
his full annual salary of $20,000 
for life. Also, George Meany, 
secretary-treasurer of the AFL, 
was to be made president of the 
united labor organization and 
Murray was to be made the 
secretary-treasurer. 

The Raskm account emphasized 
that Murray had been ignored on 
all of these Maneuvers. Murray 
snapped that he would present 
Lewis's proposal to the CIO execu- 
tive board and invited Lewis to 
present his views at the meeting. 

“As you are well aware,” he told 
Lewis, “all arrangements in be- 
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half of the CIO will necessarily 
have to be initiated through the 
office of the president of the 


CIO.” 
P chargea that Lewis’s move was 

an evil plot to drive a wedge 
between himself and organized 
labor. He urged Murray to fight 
it. Murray left the White House 
crying belligerently: 

“My manhood requires a little 
reciprocity and, by God, despite 
this feeble frame of mine, I will 
fight any living man to maintain 
my manhood.” 

With Murray bellowing defiance 
at Lewis, both the right and left 
wings of the CIO gave him sup- 
port. There is no doubt that a 
merger would have been a body 
blow at Roosevelt’s power over 
the forces of labor. Roosevelt ut- 
terly dominated the CIO through 
Philip Murray. 

The President forcefully entered 
the picture by asking both the 
AFL and CIO to be equally rep- 
resented on a six-man committee 
which would “consult with him 
frequently on matters relating to 
labor problems.” Thus he arbi- 
trarily dismissed possible unifica- 
tion of the two labor groups with 
the proposal that “you boys can 
come in and talk things over 
with me.” 

The CIO unanimously and en- 
thusiastically accepted Roosevelt's 
suggestion and the AFL simply 
took it for the order that it was. 

The CIO's public repudiation of 
Lewis. insured the break between 
Lewis and the CIO. Lewis was 
not named to the “consultation 
committee.” His drive to forms, 
titanic labor movement had fiz- 
zlied and it was one of the gener- 
ation’s greatest exhibitions of the 
mountain laboring and bringing 
forth a mouse. 

After a month of exile, Lewis 
returned to the labor scene. He 
embarked upon ene of the most 
ludicrous undertakings of his life 
—an attempt to organize in his 
District 50 the 3,000,000 dairy farm- 
ers of the United States. 

As one organizer told this writ- 
er, “We'll hang a union button on 
every udder.” 

Actually, the implications of the 
campaign were enormous. If even 
partially successful, it would ally 
the workers and the farmers. Such 
a combination would dominate the 
national scene with ease. It might 
well be a greater achievement 
than the building of the CIO. But 
Lewis failed. 

From 1942 through 1945, how- 
ever, District 50 served an invalu- 
able function. As ae constant 
threat to the CIO, it distracted 
Murray’s attention and energies 
from an aftack on the member- 
ship of the UMW. It was a straw 
maa. 

Skies blackened again on March 
18 when the CIO received a letter 
from the UMW. 

The letter requested that the 
$30,000 per month per capita tax 
owed by the UMW to the CIO for 
February and March be deducted 
from the $1,665,000 owed the 
UMW by the CIO. The CIO was

length two months later when the 
UMW policy board met in Wash- 
ington primarily

a financial statement. He stunned 
even the calloused members of the 
board by proving that through the 
hectic years of 1936 and 1937 when 
the CIO was growing, the UMW 
had furnished in loans 88.97 per 
cent of the total cost of organiz- 
ing the CIO. 
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Lewis charged that the CIO’s 
answer to his request for deduc- 
tions was n@t only in the nega- 
tive but was accompanied by pub- 
licity of a malicious and hostile 
character. He was aggrieved that 
the CIO apparently intended to 
welsh on the legitimate debt. 

Lewis also answered in detail 
the charges that he had snubbed 
Murray in the move far accouple- 
ment of the CIO and AFL, over 
which Murray had grown so bit- 
ter. He explained ‘that he had 
acted in his official capacity as 
chairman of the CIO’s standing 
peace negotiating committee. He 
explained that he had thqught it 
was the psychological time for 
unity and that he had rejected 
Murray’s invitation to appear be- 
fore the CIO executive board be- 
cause his views had been fully 
stated in his letters to Murray 
and Green. 

Out of these developments grew 
the savage wrangle which resulted 
in Murray’s ouster from the UMW. 

But to Lewis all of the wearying 
events of 1942 seemed trivial by 
contrast to the crushing blow 
that came on Septemher 9—his 
wife, Myrta Edith Lewis, died. 

Those who saw the anguish and 
deathly pallor of Lewis wrote 
“finish” to his career. Those who 
knew how much Myrta Lewis had 
meant to him underscored the 
word. 

No greater demonstration of 
enormous inner strength and un- 
swerving purpose can be found 
than in the Lewis who raged and 
paced the platform three weeks 
later at the bi-annual convention 
of the UMW. 

He made only one passing men- 
tion of his bereavement: “I had 
a cross to bear.” 

Then Lewis launched into that 
dramatic speech in which he vi- 
ciously repudiated and cast aside 
the child that he had conceived 
and reared—the CIO. 

“It is a device as old as time for 
a destructive critic to say, ‘I don’t 
dislike the organization, I just 
hate the leader.’ 

“Beware of the man who comes 
to you with a smile on his face 
and tells you that he admires you 
greatly, but that it’s unfortunate 
your mother was a woman of ill- 
repute. 

“Beware of that kind of man 
and answer with a blow.
